We  believe  the  crop  we  harvested  is  proof  of  the  quality  of  the  soil  and  the  correctness 
of  growing  methods.  We  guarantee  all  bulbs  to  be  true  to  name.  Our  acreage  is  rogued 
very  carefully  almost  every  day  and  practically  the  only  chance  of  bulbs  not  being  true 
is  when  grown  from  bulblets  we  have  purchased  but  that  did  not  reach  blooming  size  the 
past  season.  If  at  any  time  a  rogue  should  occur  in  the  bulbs  we  sell,  tell  us  and  we  will 
make  it  right.
